City Collecting Rents 
Mayor Kvans has issued a re 
assuring statement ou the ques- 


tion of the city collecting rents 
from business aud apartment 
blocks to. apply toward the ar 


rears of taxes. Hle explains that 
the intention is that the city shall 
only take the portion of the vent 
which remains after paying the 
working expenses of the blocks. 
That arrangement appears to be 
as fair as the situation permits. 
To take all the rent would mean 
that owners of some blocks would 


have to close them for laek of 
money to heat them and pay wa 
ter and light bills—in which event 
the city would cease to get any 
thing. In many eases it would

KEEP SNOW DEEP 
SO ALFALFA WILL | 
NOT WINTER KILL! 


Plenty of Alfalfa For Horse Feed | 
Will Save the Oat 
Bill 


A student farmer, writing to the 
Farmers’ Advocate, says: 

Alfalfa can be successfully raised in) 
the prairie prévinces if it is properly| 
cared for, “1° think those who have) 
failed to grow it successfully did not} 
take the proper care of it. The causes) 
of winter killing are, in my opinion, 
the following: (a) Pasturing too close-| 
ly; (b) Cutting too late in fall; (ce) } 
Lack of cultivation in spring. | 

The cro; should not be cut the first} 
year, in order to protect the crowns) 
which are weak until the plant is two 
years old. If cut at al] the first year,| 
the cuttings should be left on th 
ground to gather snow for the protec-| 
tion of the crowns and roots, 

Where the snow is deep the plants 
will never winter kill, is my observa- 
tion, Any rubbish or grass gathers} 
the drifting snow. I[ notice on the} 
prairies where hay has been cut that 
very little anow lies, hence the neces-| 
sity for leaving the first crop uncut or} 
leaving the cuttings on the ground, 

Pasturing closely is a very danger- 
ous thing for alfalfa as the crowns! 
are destroyed thereb reducing the} 
stand to such an extent that the crop} 
does not pay. Pasturing closely also 
leaves the ground bare or so nearly so 
that the frost kills the plants because 
practically no snow Will remain on} 
bare ground, 

If the ground is left bare the plants} 
have no protection during winter and 
if a dry spring follows moisture will 
be lacking which is so very necessary 
to the plant in early spring so as to} 
give it a rapid start, | 

A good practice is covering with rot- 
ted manure or straw or If this is not 
procurable, green manure will serve) 
the purpose, It should be put on early) 
before the hard frosts in order to} 
catch snow. | 

If the field is very large the manure | 


or straw can be put in rows 10 to 12 
feet apart in checks This method| 
requires less work and time and is | 
very nearly as good protection, as the} 
snow fills in level with the piles of} 
rows. These methods of handling the} 
crop ensure the least winter killing 


and enable the plants to make the best | 
and quickest growth, Cutting a sec 
ond crop late in fall is very hard on 
alfalfa for the reasons I have hereto- 
fore mentioned, but if protected soon) 
enough the damage is not 80 great. 

Some people who are trylug to raise 
alfalfa turn the pigs on to it very early 
and do not take the precaution to 
put rings in thelr noses. The result 
is that the next season only a bunch 
here and there appears. Then the 
farmer shouts “It's no uee trying to! 
raise the stuff!"' Much failure is the 
result of such practices, Some think 
alfalfa patch never needs 
cultivation after it is started. These 
men will soon be shouting the same 
as the “pig man." 

Alfalfa is, as a man once said to me, 
hay, corn and energy. In some of the 
west central states of the United} 
States, alfalfa alone is fed to horses, 
which are doing the hardest of work 


and I know by experience that they 
will do well on it alone. If we had 
plenty of alfalfa we could do, our} 


work with the horses and save tie oat) 
bill, which will be large the coming 
year, 

Care must be used In feeding at the | 
beginning. Very little should be eglv-| 
en. It is so good that the stock wil! 
eat too much just as ciildren do with

“From Thursday to 
Saturday inclusive. we took prisoner 
760 Turks, including 39 officers. Up 
to the present 1,006 enemy dead have 
been counted.” 

LONDON, Dee 31.—"The latest in- 
formation shows that the operations 
on the twenty-elghth and twenty- 
ninth resulted in a serious defeat to 
the enemy,” says an official dispatcn. 
“It appears that on the twenty-seventh 
the Turks with German assistance, 
made a determined attempt to retake 
Jerusalem. His attacks were pressed 
with vigor and continued from two 
o'clock in the morning on the twen- 
ty-seventh for twenty-six hours, 

“General Allenby immediately coun- 
ter attacked against the west flank of 
the front on which the Turks at- 
tacked, On the twenty-seventh this 
attack was two and a half miles over 
a very difficult country. Seeing that 
the Turkish attack was spent on the 


ltwenty-eighth, we made a general ad- 


vance, the British on the Nablus road 
advancing north and the left advanc- 
ing east and driving the enemy back 
before them. On the morning of the 


{twenty-ninth General Allenby had se- 


cured a line Burmah-Ras-Et-Tahun- 
ich-am-Allah-Et-Tifeh-Wadit Et Kelb.
